Whooping-cough of a mild character was 
very prevalent amgng the Chinese dur- 
ing September, October and November ; 
six European children guffored for o 
time through it. To eight births 
amongst the Europeans there was one 
death, that from phthisis, not contracted 

in China. 

Dr. R. G. White's report on Chin- 
kiang sete forth that during tho year, 
the health of the community was on the 
whole good, especially when we remem- 
ber the protracted heat of the summer, 
which proved most trying to some old 
residents in the port. ‘I'he heat was 
more distressing from its duration than 
from its iutensity st any one time. 
During the year there were no deaths 
among the Foreign community ; there 
were three births, two boys and one girl. 
Intermittent fever was observed at tho 
close of summer and during the autumn; 
among tho natives it was prevalent to 
an unusual degree. Dr White remarks 
that practice among the Chinese of any 
special interest bas been elriefly of a sur- 
gical nature, and in many cases ordin- 
ary intelligence at'the oarly stage of the 
disease would have prevented any sori- 
ous lesion, and also that several cases of 
malignant disease have come for treat- 
ment, and the development attained is 
rarely seen at home, where surgical 
treatment would have’ interfered with 
the disease. He adds medical notes of 
interesting cases which would not in- 
terest the casual reader. 

Dr Jardine, Kiukiang, reports that: 
the health of the community has been 
very good, and gives a summary of im- 
portant cnses in a year’s work among 
foreigners. 

Dr E. I. Scott tas little to say con- 
cerning the health of Swatow, which 
wag uncommonly good, as he has hardly 
ane serious cases to report among the re- 
sidents or afloat. It was an ordinary thing 
to havea clean bill of health for the 
whole port, with no one at all on the 
sick list. Too much cannot be said of 
the healthiness of Swatow during the 
winter months, Under these circum- 
stances, ha was Loping to have no death 
to record, but has to record the case 
which we know here as the Swatow 
stabbing case through which a seaman 
died, his. assailant being afterwards 
tried at the Supreme Court and sentenced 
leniently. Br Scott gives several 
interesting cases he has had, and, fol- 
lowing the example of Dr. Jamieson of 
Shanghai, and Dr. Somerville of Foo- 
chow, adds a contribution from obiste- 
trie practice among foreigners in Chino, 
founded on his notes of 80 consecutive 
cases in his practice in South China: 

From Canton a favourable report is 
received from Dr Carrow to the effect 
that the health of the port bas been very 
good during the last six months, only 
the ordinary diseases incident’ to the 
climate of South China being’ presented 
for treatment; ulcerated throat was 
epidemic in the spring. 

Dr Jamieson, Shanghai, reports 37 
deaths among foreigners during"the half 
year, L0accidental. Of the 27 from natural 
causes 4 were infants and of the 28 adults 
remaining 6 were non residents. The 
mortality among adult foreign residents 
was thus reduced to 1? for the linlf year

PORTS. 

Wr have to hand, from the Inspector 
General of Customs, Peking, the 19th 
Series of Medical Reports issued under 
the authority of the Imperial Maritime 
Customs. The volume contains reports 
from Newchwang, ‘lientsin, Chinkiang, 
and Kiukiang, each referring to the 
year ended March 3lst, of the present 
year, and for Swatow, Canton, Shanghai, 
‘Amoy, and Chefoo, each of these refer- 
ring to the half year ended same date. 
There are also notes by Dr Patrick Man- 
son, of Amoy, on what isknows in Java 
as “ Sprue” and is well known in India; 
notes offered, he remarks, more in the 
hope of elicitifg further information 
from others than with any pretence of 
himself supplying an exhaustive de- 
scription. He defines this disease as an ex- 
tremely chronic and insiduons one, pecu- 
liar to warm climates, the principal symp- 
toms of which are referable to a remit- 
ting inflammation of the mucous mem- 
brane of the mouth and alimentary canal 
generally ; to diarrhoea and irregular 
action of the bowels; and to anemia and 
general atrophy : he enters into its symp- 
toms and causes with mnch care and 
ability. A third division of this volume 
of reports is occupied by mono; ‘aph, 
on Beri beri or the Kakké of Japan, 
contributed by Dr D. B. Simmons of 
Yokohama, which is s most learned and 
exhaustive essay. We shall deal now 
only with those portions of the reports on 
the health of the nine ports named above 
which are of public interest. 

_Dr Jnmes Watson reports that the 
climate of the Newchwang district 
during the year under review may upon 
the whole be considered an average one.

‘TOTAL WRECK OF THE FRENCH 


BARQUE TAFFARETTE AT 
HAINAN. 


We are favoured by Captain Bouchet, 


4 
of the French barque Togjurette, through : 
Capt. Hanlin, of the steamship Conquest, 


arrived yesterday, with the following 
account of the loss of lis (Capt. Bouchet’s) 
vessel, 337 tons, at Hainan. The tale is 
one of the great hardship, and insnlt, and 
cruelty, experienced at the hands of 
natives :— 


Left Hongkong on Oct. 11th, bound 
to Newchwang, light N.E. wind and fine 
weather, barometer 757 milimetrea’ On 
the T2th and 13th, strong breeze from 
E.N.E, and very heavy castorly awell, 
falling bar, 756. On the 14th strong 
breeze continued with threatening ap 
poarancea; stood for shelter into Bias 
Bay ; when about to anchor, weather 
appeared finer, 80 stood out again, Tho 
sunset was awfully grand; to the east- 
ward a denso mass of inky clouds, tipped 
with red and coppor-colour tint; the 
sun of a blood red hue; easterly swell 
getting much heavier; bar. 755. At 7 
p-to. bar, fell suddenly to 753, and 
wind incteased to a heavy +quall ; hove 
ahip to under storm canvas on port 
tack, During the night the wind and 
sea continued incressing. Un the 15th 
at 4 am. gale blowing with hurricane 
force and # fearful sea running ; from 
the steadiness in tho direction of the 
wind and the continued falling of the 
barometer, the conclusion was come to 
that a typhoon was approaching, and 
that we were in the path of the centre, 
Kept the ship away undor closy rocfs 
to try to escape the centre; tho tqualls, 
however, soon got 40 terrible in their 
violence and the sea so heavy as to com- 
pel us to heave to, to avoid foundering. 
At 10 am., bar, 745; the weather some- 
thing frightful ;  eaily were blown 
out of the gaskets, bulwarks washed 
away and other damage done. At noun, 
bar, 742; at 4 p.w, 720. On the 16th, 
at 1 am., the vessel was thrown n her 
beam ends, and it became nec ssary to 
cut away the mainmast; after much 
difficulty succeeded in cutting away the 
lower rigging, when a whirlwind utruck 
the ship, lifting the main-mast com. 
plotely out of the ship and throwing it 
over on the starboard side ; the deck on 
the port side was torn awuy by the heel 
of tho mant, and tons of water got into 
the hold through the rent; bar. 718. 
Immediately after this squall it fell calm, 
and was perfectly clear overhead ; the 
stars shone out brightly, A dense mass 
of black clouds, however, stretched right 
rotund the horizon, and the lightning was 
awful, appearing to come from the zepith ; 
the sea was like 4 boiling cauldron, ran- 
ning in all directions, Thia calm lasted 
about 20 minutes; and the wind then 
suddenly shifted N.W., blowing with re- 
doubled violence ; the baromoter during 
the calm was oscillating, falling to 712 
and rising to 730, During this time 
efforts were made to bale the holds out 
with every available utensil, At 10am. 
the vessel was again Uhbrown on her bean 
onds, and the ballast shifted to the port 
side ; then cut away the furemast and the 
vessel righted « little, The ship had now 
become a complete wreck, fore and main- 
masts gone, deck stove ip, bulwarks 
washed away, the boats blown to pieces 
plank by plank; the cabin completely 

tted and a ton of water in the hold. 
We had to cut away the port anchor 
to prevent it frm raking a hole in 
the bows, At noon saw a full-rigged 
ship, the James Bailey, under bare poles, 
By dint of great exertions managed to 
ight the vessel by 3 p,m., but the wind, 
which had lulled a little, increased again 
from the East, throwing the vessel again 
on her beam-ends, On the 17th, find- 
ing the vessel did not right, out away 
mizen-mast, and sounded in 22 fathoms ; 
let go starboard anchor, which brought 
her head to wind and righted her a little; 
baling water all night, and crew ins 
state of great exhaustion, On the 18th, 
at sunset sighted Mount Tongeon, Hainan 
Island, bearing W.S,W. On the 19th 
baling the hold out all day and succeeded 
in getting a topmast on end and setting 
8 top-gallant sail on it; but the vessel 
was still lying over so much as ‘to br 
unmanageable, At daylight on the 20th 
sighted breakers about three cables to 
leeward; but found it impossible to 
heach the vessel, as all hands must in- 
evitably have perished, At 10 am.a 
jank stood towards us; at noon, being 
ologe to, sent a boat telling us we had 
only just time to save ourselves as the 
vessel was close to the reefs. In spite 
of the imminent danger, the vessel was 
abandoved in the most orderly manner ; 
the cabin boy and wounded men going 
firat, and the captain being the last map 
to leave the ship. Shortly afterwards 
the Tqfaretts disappeared in the breakere. 
We succeeded in saving the chronometer, 
nautical instruments, and some clothing, 
but immediately on our arrival on board 
the junk we were taken prisoners and 
stripped of nearly everything, and were 
then cast on shore between Tin-ho-za 
and False Point on an inhospitable coast, 


-the natives plundering us of what little 


the junk's crew had left, and threatening 
our lives, although one of the junk’s orew 
had offered for $450 to guide ua tu 
Hoihow and:protect us from the natives, 
The nalives behaved with great inhu- 
manity, refused us food -and threatened 
our lives in thé event of our not leaving 
the place, At last, after six days! auffer- 
ing from heat and raig, and after-having 
travelled nearly the length of the island, 
barefooted, starving, dnd ill-treated “by 
the natives, we reached Hoihow, wheto 
we received the ‘greatest kiadness 
from Her Britannic Majesty’s Consul (J. 
Scott, Esq.) Captain Poynter, I. M. 
Customs, Mostra Judel aud Schomley, 
and in fact all the Europeans in the 
place did all they could to alleviate our 
sufferings and vied ‘with ‘each other in 
trying to make us forget the terrible or~ 
deal we had passed through,

There is good ground for tho belief that in- 
formation was recsived and considered by 
yosterday’s Catinét “onneil which justified 
the hop» of a satisfactory solntion bf affairs 
in the Eaat. Franco bas no intention to 
jsolate horself. Moreover, there are signa 
that the Porte is beo ming alarmed, and 
bow feels that it haa ro-ied tou confidently 
on the apparent disturbanos of European 
concert. 

Cha {rity News, in an editorial (Oct. 1) 
gaye: The Cabinet Council yesterday had bes 
fore it the request of the Porte that no fur- 
ther action be tukeu by the Powers before 
Sunday. This interval of grace will pros 
bably be granted. 'Lhoro is not the slightoat 
inte tion on the ‘part of the Hritish Go- 
vernment to awerve from their doclared 
policy, but other Powers mast be consalted 
Tegarding the course to be taken if the 
Porte’s decision on Sunday shall prove to 
be unsatisfactory. Much depends upon 
the attitude of Austria, whith will control 
that of Germany. Should they go with 
the othor Powers, Italy would probably co- 
Sperate, France would at least not bamper 
their action, and Russia would be unable 
to develop any adverse polloy of hor own, 
But even if the Great Powers do not agres, 
we do not believe the British Governmant 
would hold themaclyes relfeved from the 
necessity fur further action.

THE BRAZILIAN EMBASSY, 
(Shanghai Courier, Oct. 26.) 

His Exceilency Rear Admiral A. Sil- 
veira da Mota, and Tis Excellency Sr, 
E Gallado, the Brazilian Ministers, now 
in Shanghai, have succeeded in nogotiat- 
ing n Treaty with China, securing for 
Brazil the same advantages as ara pos 
sessed by other countries under ‘Treaties, 
for the admission of their vessele to 
Chitiese ports, the passage of tho cubjects , 
of the signatory Powers to or from either 
country, and the improvement of com. 
mercial relationa generally, The negotia- 
tions took placo at Tientsin with Li 
Hung Chang, who was invested with 
full power to treat on behalf of the 
Chinese Government, and the Treaty 
has now been sent to both Goveramenta 
for formal ratification, Sr. Callado ree 
tunining iu Shanghai the while, The 
Brazilian Ministers are certainly to bo 
congratulated on the celerity with which 
they have attained their purpose, and 
which can only have resulted from their 
courteous and conciliatory bearing, and, 
at the same time, the fairness of their 
proposals. It has been commonly sup- 
posed that the promotion of Chiness 
emigration 10 the Brazile formed the 
special ol ject of their visit ; but this waa 
not su as they simply desired to be put 
on an equal footing with other nations 
for the development of their commerce 
and the free intercourse of ‘pooplea;
